The l'ress on B laine's Speech. 
New Y ork, November JUtli.—The Times 
declares Blaine's address the most bitter, 
mischievous, sectional speech that has been 
heard in the North for many a cay. The 
anguish of defeat seems to have extin­ 
guished all the generous sentim ent which 
he professed to have when he penned his 
letter of acceptance, or rather shows that 
the sentim ent was paraded in the hope of 
w inning Southern votes, and having tailed 
in that he shows his real temper. 
The World thinks it was written before 
the idea occurred to him that he m ight, as 
a candidate for President, obtain a few 
votes in the Southern States. 
lie said 
nothing that Republican stum pers and 
demagogues of the bloody shirt school have 
not been saying for years. 
He m ay dis­ 
turb and disquiet the poor negroes of the 
South, but the country will see in it only 
the cowardly rancor of a defeated candi­ 
date. 
it will devolve upon the Democratic 
adm inistration of Cleveland to give the lie 
to Blaine and all his fellow-slanderers. 
The Tribunes Augusta special says the 
speech was received with great enthusiasm . 
Many said it sharply and ably outlined the 
future policy of the party, and that Blaine 
had struck the keynote under which the 
party will m arch to victory four years 
hence. The Tribune's leader is in line with 
Blaine’s address, w ithout referring to it, 
advising the next Senate that “ the recent 
so-called elections in Alabama, Florida, 
Georgia, Louisiana and N orth Carolina 
have resulted in choosing Legislatures by 
which six Democratic Senators will be 
elected. The people have the right to know 
w hether these men have clear titles to make 
laws for us all, as have six Democrats from 
the N orthern States. 
It is the duty of the 
Senate to know, before it adm its these men 
to seats, w hether they represent freely the 
expressed will of the people, or, as m any 
honestly and lirmly believe, only an organ­ 
ized conspiracy to defy the United States 
laws and to defeat self-government. 
The Philadelphia Press com m ents as fol­ 
lows : Blaine’s trenchant, incisive speech is 
not the utterance of a m an bowed down 
and broken w ith disaster, but ¡lie robust 
deliverance of a gallant chief, w ho rises 
from defeat with that elasticity and power 
which has m arked his whole extraordinary 
career. 
No other m an lias begun to put the 
case so plainly or so strongly. His portrait­ 
ure of the trium ph of the South and of the 
monstrous injustice which underlies it is 
startling in its vividness and truth. 
This evening’s Commercial greatly regrets 
the spirit and statem ent of Blaine’s speech 
yesterday. 
“ We do not intend at this tim e 
to discuss the defails or the figures pre­ 
sented, our purpose being to point out with 
emphasis and regret that Blaine's spirit is 
not the spirit of Grant at Appomatox. P at­ 
riotic Southern Democrats have assured us 
with the utm ost solem nity that, however 
hard it m ight be to cope with some of the 
existing evils in the South under previous 
circumstances, that they would and should 
melt like mist before tlie rising sun after a 
Democratic success in a Presidential elec­ 
tion." 
The Post, after its usual invectives against 
Blaine, say s: 
H is rem arks are worthy of 
nwtice, m ainly because they appeal to what 
:s, perhaps, most 
formidable—prejudice 
among Republicans, with which tnc friends 
of good governm ent have of late years had 
to contend, and that by which Republican 
corruptionists have most profited.

years hence, even as brazen and unscrupu­ 
lous a demagogue as Blaine will not venture 
to repeat the speech made at Augusta yes­ 
terday. 
li will by that tim e be seen that 
the system of slave-labor, which was the 
only tiling that separated Southern and 
N orthern society, having long disappeared, 
the interests and aim s of the two sections 
are rapidly to become identical. 
The only 
thing which now really differentiates them 
is th e lower condition, in point of intelli­ 
gence, of the bulk of the Southern laboring 
population. 
D orsey on the E lection. 
New Y o r k , November 19th.—The Sun's 
St. Louis special gives an interview with 
Dorsey on the election as follow s: “ The 
ablest m an alive is the m an whose tongue 
has been cut out. The chances are more 
than even that when the candidate for a 
great ollice attem pts to advocate his own 
claims he will m ake great mistakes. The 
m om ent Blaine opened his m outh he made 
the mistake of a defense. 
W hen he wrote 
the letter about his family, lie made the 
m istake of accusation. 
H e made every 
woman in the country feci that there was a 
basis for the false charges. 
W hat he ought 
to have done was to have pointed to liis 
children, his grandchildren and his fam ily's 
life for forty years. 
His action cost him a 
m illion votes. I don't kno v Bureiianl, but 
1 will m ake venture that lie wears a sixteen 
boot and a four hat. 
A IVottstam clergy­ 
man with no more sense than to talk about 
Romanism in an improper way hasn't the 
decency to bury his mother. 
I have a 
large sym pathy for 
such men on the 
ground solely of their bittcrnes.- and n ar­ 
rowness. 
In New York City, whore 1 had 
office for fifteen years, I think it is safe to 
say that every great cnterprNe. every public 
endowment, ail progress, came from the 
Catholics and Jew s.'’

W a s h i n g t o n . November 19th.—The Su­ 
preme Court of the United States to-day 
decided two eases brought by citizens of 
V irginia against the M utual Assurance So­ 
ciety of Virginia, to recover the am ount of 
certain fire-insurance policies issued by said 
company upon property in Richmond", Ya., 
which was burned at the tim e that city was 
captured by tlie Federal troops, in 1865. 
The insurance company refused to pay, on 
the ground that bv express terms in its ¡sil­ 
icios it was not liable for damages from lires 
caused by "civil war. commotion, insurrec­ 
tion, or the invasion of a foreign enemy,” 
and that the tire in this case was due to one 
or all of these causes. The Suprem e Court 
of Appeals of • the State of Virginia ren­ 
dered a decision in favor of the company, 
on the ground that the lire was the result of 
“ the invasion of a foreign arm y.” 
W hen 
the cases were appealed to this" Court, the 
question of jurisdiction was raised, tliecom - 
pativ m aintaining that the cases were not 
decided by the Court below on a federal 
question, and that consequently ibis Court 
was w ithout jurisdiction to review the de­ 
cision. 
At the conclusion of the argu­ 
m ent' to-day, 
Chief Justice W aite an­ 
nounced as the opinion of tlie Court that it 
had no jurisdiction of the eases, and must 
therefore dismiss them , and it was so 
ordered. 
The decision rendered in favor 
of the insurance com panv by the Supreme 
Court of Appeals of Virginia now stands as 
the final settlem ent of the question, and 
relieves underw riters in Virginia and else­ 
where from liability for the groat quantity 
of property destroyci 1 by fire in Richmond 
when that city was evacuated by the Con­ 
federate troops.

fish. The fish is of the w hale family, from 
ten to tw enty feet long, and its o il'is val­ 
uable. 
A school of the fish first appeared 
Sunday, and yesterday were driven into 
W ellfleet H arbor. The sight in the harbor 
at daybreak was a wonderful one. Further 
than the eye could reach the bay was full 
of fish. The great creatures, caught in an 
im m ense trap, were in a frenzy of excite­ 
ment, rushing in all directions and lashing 
the w ater to spray.

get afloat, and even those on shore, took 
part.

The 
Controller could not avoid the filing or the 
order, since an interest is involved that 
would speedily disclose any malfeasance or 
lieglect. 
He could not steal the fee, since 
the Secretary’s book would show he had 
received it, and his bond would protect the 
State. 
As matters now are, a person re­ 
quiring a service in a State office orders it 
and pays the fee, and there is not of neces­ 
sity any check whatever, in a vast number 
of cases, to testify to the amount received, 
or whether any bum was paid or service 
performed. 
And we aver that for years 
the opportunity has existed, by which, in 
the fee offices, thousands of dollars may 
have been stelen, for which no record, 
document on file, or entry need of neces­ 
sity appear, or does now appear. 
The 
check system would not in the slightest 
degree increase the tribulations of the 
public, or lengthen by so much as the hun­ 
dredth part of a second the moments in 
which any one has to dance attendance in 
a State department. 
Nevertheless, for the 
novelty of the thing, and for the pure 
merriment to lie had, we should very much 
like to see our neighbor’s punch strapped 
to the necks of the present State officials, 
and to listen to the tintinnabulation of their 
bells as they “ punch in the presence of the 
passengaire.”

We have said that the system of State 
bookkeeping in the fee offices would dis­ 
grace a cross-roads grocery store. 
We re­ 
pent it, and can well allbril to submit the 
matter to the decision of anv ordinary 
business man. Our statement has- been 
questioned, and the remedy we proposed 
denounced ; first as “ red tape,” and latterly, 
“ after the manner of the circumlocution 
office.” 
It is gratifying to have this sub­ 
ject debated, since it is one of grave im­ 
portance, and debate brings it prominently 
to public notice and makes it certain that 
the Legislature will act upon it. 
But the 
response made to the proposed check sys­ 
tem is so alisurd, so ludicrously absurd, 
that really it deserves no attention; yet 
the brilliancy of the example of ignorance 
it typifies makes it worthy of sonic notice. 
y¡ e have said that when a service is per­ 
formed by a State officer for which a price 
is charged, some entry by some other of­ 
ficer should l>o made, to constitute a check. 
Or, where one desires a service in a State 
office, a system that would require him tc 
order the service through another depart­ 
ment would create a check, and make an 
“ account” of the transaction. Had either 
of such methods prevailed in the past, we 
should not to-day have Grand Juries ex 
amining into charges of fee-stealing cov­ 
ering several administrations, nnd involv­ 
ing not only the loss of tens of thousands 
of dollars to the State, hut the possible 
disgrace of men the people intrusted with 
exalted duties. Our neighbor across the 
way deems these suggestions most amus­ 
ingly “ absurd,” and altogether imprac­ 
ticable, and in lieu suggests the hell punch. 
That is to say, it would have every officer 
taking fees enter the fee “ on the fee liook 
in the presence of the person receiving the 
service.” 
Now why employ that “ red 
tape '.'” 
Why not complete the brilliancy 
and originality of the suggestion and hang 
the bell punch nlxmt the official’s neck, 
.and suspend over his desk the rhyming re­ 
nt inde: : 
" P unch, punch, punch w ith care. 
P unch in the presence of the passengaire." 
Was ever greater ignorance confessed ? 
All the world, except our neiglilxir, knows 
that seven-tenths of the fee business in 
State offices is done through corrc-gwndcnce, 
and that it conics from all quarters of the 
Union. 
But if it were all done in person, 
who, when months and years have passed 
away, is to bring the witnesses from the 
four corners of the earth, the sea and the 
grave to contradict the fee-book or exjiosc 
the false entry of a thieving clerk 
More­ 
over, who is to enforce the law requiring 
the person receiving the service to stand 
over the clerk or officer and see that he 
enters the amount ? Why, also, must a 
person !>o compelled to twice visit the offi­ 
cial for a single service, o ip t- to make the 
order and once to see that the fee is 
properly entered? 
We are further en­ 
lightened by the brilliancy of the book­ 
keeping knowledge of our contemporary, 
for it declares th a t: 


U nder th e R koouo-Union plan a person visit­ 
ing th e office of the Secretary of State to file a 
paper would be referred to the Controller’» 
office. Going to the Controller’s office, lie would 
there aw ait the convenience of the clerks, and. 
after gaining an audience w ith those potent­ 
ates, w ould lie cith er aent back to the office of 
th e Secretory o f State or w ait till some function­ 
ary could find tim e to go there and do the re­ 
quired business Tor him . 
The R e c o r d ! *x io x n e v e r h a s su g g ested 
any such system. 
W hat has lieen p ro p o sed 


Mr. Blaine’s vigorous speech, which we 
published yesterday, gives emphasis to the 
position the R e c o r d - U n i o n took immedi­ 
ately after the election—that the mistake 
of the campaign was the ignoring the 
threat of the solid South.

There is 
nothing to prevent a vicious Legislature 
from proposing and submitting and com­ 
pelling a vote upon an amendment to the 
fundamental law within forty-eight hours. 
Did ever before a people commit so great 
a folly as to thus intrust their liberties to 
the whim of a body that more than once 
or twice, or thrice, has beeu the passive 
tool of designing demagogues? If there 
are to be any amendments proposed this 
winter, the first and only one should be a 
provision requiring submission of amend­ 
ments at two legislative sessions, held at 
least one year apart, and submission to the 
people after not less than another year of 
time has elapsed.

A n ttlie r S h ootin g A ffair in th e San F ra n ­ 
c isco “ C h ron icle” OlHce.

STATEMENT OF YOUNG SIT.ECKELS. 
Sax F rancisco, November 19ih.—Adolph 
Spreckels gives the following account of 
the shooting: “ The trouble has been 
going on for years, and at last I)e Young 
charged my father with swindling people 
with a stock deal. 1 had no intention of 
shooting him when I entered the office. 1 fol­ 
lowed him in and said, ‘Mr. De Young.’ lie 
turned, and as soon as he saw me be ran 
back and started to draw a weapon, and so 
1 fired. He fell on the iloor crying, and 
pulled an office stool over on top of him, 
holding it in his arms as he lay on the floor 
to protect himself. When I fired the clerk 
pulled a pistol from a drawer and shot me." 


THE CLERK’S STORY. 
Emerson said to a reporter; “ I was at my 
desk when De Young entered, followed by 
Spreckels. 
When Spreckels fired, his pistol 
looked as if it was aimed straight at me, 
and I drew a pistol from luydesk and fired, 
as much to save myself as Mr. De Young. 
I was about six feet from Spreckels. I wish 
I had been somewhere else. I feel awful 
bad about having shot Mr. Spreckels, and 
am glad it is only a liesh wound.” 


RELEASED ON 
BAIL— DE YOUNG’S WOUNDS. 
S ax F rancisco, November 19th.—Spreck­ 
els was released on $5,000 and Emerson on 
$1,090 bail to-night. De Young received 
two wounds. One bullet struck the upper 
rib on the left side, glanced and grazed the 
subclavian artery, aud made its exit through 
the shoulder. The second struck the shoul­ 
der blade, shattering it, and lodged deep in 
the shoulder, whence it will be ditlieult to 
extract it.

INDICTMENT. 


T h e “ A rg o n a u t’s " E x p la n a tio n o f H a rd 
T im e s In S an F ra n c is c o . 
[San Francisco Argonaut, Novem ber 15th. 
Now that the election is over, it Is im­ 
portant that our people should consider 
other than political matters, should con­ 
sider other than foreign affairs, should re­ 
view their own position, and look their 
own future steadily in the face. 
Wc are 
mistaken if the eitv of San Francisco is 
not upon the eve of a very great, and very- 
serious, and very long continuing business 
depression ; we are mistaken if we are not 
to have the third of the great reactions 
which have taken place in this city, during 
which time business will be seriously de­ 
pressed, real property greatly depreciated, 
and the real progress of the city greatly- 
retarded. 
After tiie sale of the water-lot 
property in the year 1854, San Francisco 
entered upon a period of commercial inac­ 
tivity- which did not terminate for a period 
of four years. This was a reaction fron 
the prosperity which attended our immi 
gration of 
1849-50-1-2-3. 
Our placer 
mines were supposed to be exhausted, and, 
as the mountain towns depended largely 
upon mines for their population and busi­ 
ness, after the surface placers began to de 
dine the reaction soon followed, and for 
five years business was dull, property com­ 
paratively valueless in the city of San 
Francisco, and not until the mines had un­ 
dergone a change, not until machinery, and 
deep digging, and 


GRAVEL SI.UICIN'C 
Had taken the place of the rocker and the 
“ long tom,” when agricultural resources 
had come to be more fully developed, and 
the country had begun to reflect its pros­ 
perity upon the town, did the city of San 
Francisco begin to revive and recuperate 
from its despondent position. The reaction 
came in time, and came as the result of 
prosperous business in the country. An­ 
other period of great depression came at 
the time of the completion of the Centra 
Pacific Railroad, and as the result of the 
building of that road. Up to that period 
nearly all the business of the State was 
conducted in the city, which had become 
the distributing point for passengers and 
merchandise. 
When the road was com 
pleted, the trade which had concentrated 
iiere and given us prosperity was dis 
tributed to other parts of the State. l ‘eo 
pie going Fast had not of necessity to 
come to San Francisco to take the steamer 
strangers, destined for the interior of C’al 
ifornia, Oregon, Nevada and Arizona, were 
not necessarily compelled to come to the 
port of San Francisco to be distributed to 
their respective localities. 
A large part 
of the business which had formerly been 
done by deep-sea ships, as well as that of 
our inland waters, was now 


TRANSFERRED TO T ltE RAIL 
Old channels of business were disturbed by 
the new distribution. 
We were disap­ 
pointed in our anticipated immigration. 
In fact, all the promises of lienefit from the 
completion of the road had been discount­ 
ed, and the result was a complete and 
thorough reaction dating from the hour 
the golden spike was driven. 
It would 
have been to the greater injury of this city- 
had not the railroad discriminated in favor 
Yif the long haul, which was San Francisco, 
the terminus of the road. The interests of 
the railroad people and the merchants 
were identical. This discrimination paid 
larger freights, and gave to our merchants 
the opportunity to handle merchandise 
and distribute it hack to the interior and 
to the States and Territories of the Pacific 
coast. 
Of this the interior merchants 
justly complained ; and, strangely enough, 
the San Francisco merchants had neither 
the sense to appreciate nor the decency to 
be grateful for this discrimination. The 
cause of tiie depression that we anticipate 
grows out of the unreasonable and narrow­ 
minded opjxisitiou of the Democracy to our 
system of railroads, and because the press 
and a majority of the people have en­ 
couraged the sentiment of opposition to 
capitalists, rich men, and enterprises that 
have been inaugurated for the benefit of 
this city. 


TOWARD THE MET CHANTS 
Of this city, we are especially indignant. 
In the ju-4 and proper sense—in the 
broader use of that term—with a few ex­ 
ceptions, there are no merchants in San 
Francisco; there are agents and middle­ 
men, factors, 
hucksters, green grocers, 
traders and peddlers, but no merchants. 
There are hut few manufacturers. There 
is no city in the world whose commercial 
community so lacks intelligence and en­ 
terprise. The highest ambition of our 
leading traders is to be “ sole agents” for 
beers, baking powder, farming implements, 
and s|kk>1 cotton, or to monopolize the sale 
of some useful article manufactured abroad 
and protected hv patent. They have not 
had the sense to appreciate the advantages 
they have possessed ; they are traders by­ 
accident, and not merchants by education; 
they are out here upon this frontier jsist, 
and have exhibited but little enterprise ; 
they began, as a rule, without capital. 
As 
a rule without brains, they were incapable 
of taking advantage of the opportunities 
offered by their location in this broad and 
productive empire. 
Without the sngacitv 
to comprehend, and without the enterprise 
to seize the splendid commerce of this 
coast, or to prospect or develop the peculiar 
trade of the isles of the Pacific Ocean and 
of the vast commerce that belongs to this 
port—a trade stretching from Alaska and 
the arctic North down through Central 
America and its tropic climes to South 
America and. Australia—many of them 
became rich in spite of themselves.

the war and with the completion of the 
Central Pacific Railroad, and our business 
men are now brought into direct competi­ 
tion with the business men of the East. 
They saw the Northern Pacific Railroad 
building from the Mississippi to the mouth 
of the Columbia; they saw upon the com­ 
pletion of this road it was inevitable that 
the city of San Francisco should lose the 
great northern trade of Oregon, Washing­ 
ton Territory, Montana and Idaho. 


THE RAILROAD PEOrLE, 
Foreseeing the blow that would be struck 
at their system, endeavored to break its 
force by connecting the valleys of the Sac­ 
ramento and the W illamette by railroad. 
Four thousand men were employed con- 
trueting the road through the mountain 
jasses that separate 
us from Oregon. 
W hile they were doing it, while they wire 
pushing this work with energy and resolu­ 
tion, determined by its completion to ward 
off the-blow that was being aimed at them, 
and through them at the trade of the city of 
San Francisco, the Democracy of this city, 
blinded by demagogism, and the merchants 
of the city, reflecting the sentiments of the 
sand-lot and of the political Democratic 
adventurers of the class of Wallace, Great­

the shipping of the port; they h ad 'th e 
impudence, after long years of complaint 
in regard to the discrimination of fares 
and freights, and after reaping the benefit 
of this policy, to demand oí Mr. Towne 
that he withdraw from the merchants of 
Los Angeles the benefit tltev received from 
their pearness to the Eastern market. The 
people of Los Angeles have had the good 
sense to appreciate the favor they had en 
joyed from railroads, and they have reaped 
the advantage of them.

THE WHOLE SOUTHERN COUNTRY 
lias advanced in population and wealth. 
Its land values have been largely Increased 
by the building of railroads, and it was 
great piece of impudence for our Chamber 
of ( 'ommercc to attempt to deprive that 
part of the State of its natural advantages. 
We may accept the fact that the port of 
San Francisco and the merchants of San 
Francisco have lost an important part of 
their northern and southern trade; they 
have lost it through their own lack of en­ 
terprise, their own want of sense, their 
own lack of courage, and because they 
have not been just and generous enough to 
appreciate the service that has been ren­ 
dered them and the people of San Fran­ 
cisco by the railroad builders. The mer­ 
chants of St. Louis, Chicago and New Or­ 
leans are sending their productions within 
our borders, and unless our merchant: 
awake to the realization of their peril and 
put forth some effort to save the rest, we 
think it not improbable that they will 
make still further encroachments upon our 
trade. 
MORE FOLLY. 
Referring to the senseless fight made 
against the railroad obtaining room for 
terminus at San Francisco ; to the crusade 
that drove such location out of the city 
to the foolish war against permitting ear 
and -hip to come together ; to the suicidal 
policy of San Francisco that resulted in 
I’ort Costa, and the abandonment of the 
San Francisco water front by a commerce 
that she might have retained; the Argo­ 
naut concludes that the city cannot prosper 
if the great lines of transjsortution do not 
prosper.

H is O p in io n o k H epokteks.—As a re­ 
porter was w alking through the State Cap­ 
itol grounds yesterday, adm iring the beau­ 
tiful flowering plants and shrubbery, he 
was accosted by the State Gardener. lie 
said : “ You newspaper m en do not treat 
m e fairly. 1 am often censured in the local 
colum ns of the Sacram ento press for con­ 
ditions of ailairs for which I should in no 
wise be held responsible. F ault has been 
found and pointed to by you reporters, and 
the gardeners berated. If you were a prac­ 
tical gardener you would see the absurdity 
of your criticisms. You are a reporter on 
a Sacram ento paper, ain't you ?” 
W hen he 
was informed that the knight of the pencil 
was a representative of the K e c o r d - U n i o n , 
he said : “ Well, I’m very glad to know it. 
It was not you that 1 hail reference to, hut 
those other fellows that prowl around here 
ox p e c ! in t to see sunflowers and hollyhocks 
in J a a u trv ; who don’t know a verbena 
from a geranium , an annual from a peren­ 
nial, an oak from a pine, nor a tuberose 
front a hole in the ground. They steal 
buttonhole bouquets, pluck the finest roses 
regardless of adm onitions to leave them 
alone, and with their jack-knives slash 
whole branches from choice shrubs. They 
then go away and write up the gardener. 
On election night w hat was done to these 
grounds? They were almost literally de­ 
stroyed—that is, that portion east of the 
Capitol building. W hole beds of flowers 
were torn up by their roots and tram pled 
under foot. Some choice palm trees were 
stripped of their large leaves—some of 
them utterly destroyed. «I suppose now if 
one of those reporters would come along 
and see the wreck, he would recommend 
an ‘im m ediate change of gardeners.' 
I'll

S ta te C a p ito l Im p ro v e m e n ts . 
T he State Capitol building is having a 
thorough overhauling, particularly the Sen­ 
ate and Assembly chambers. The entire 
ventilation of the 
building 
has 
been 
changed, as have also all the pipes connect­ 
ing the sinks and closets w ith the sewers. 
The work is being done by Sm ith & Muir, 
of this city, practical plumbers, under the 
direction of Curtiss & Bennett architects 
The work is progressing rapullv, w ill cost 
about $8,000, and will be limshed by the 
1st of December. Mr. Bennett was the 
architect of the Capitol building. The ven­ 
tilators in the legislative chambers were 
im m ediately beneath the gallen', about 
nine inches in diameter, and connected 
w ith the chimneys. The plan adopted now. 
and which it is claimed is far superior to 
the one originally in use, is w hat is known 
as the Cutter system. Fourteen openings, 
in size 1 2 x 1 0 inches, are inserted in the 
walls of the Assembly and twelve in the 
walls of the Senate chamber. They are 
about six inches from the floor, and instead 
of being connected w ith the cold air by the 
flues, they arc connected with the hot air 
under the roof of the building. This, it is 
claimed, will keep up a good circulation of 
pure air and will enable them to heat the 
rooms more uniform ly than heretofore. 
They claim that in buildings of the size of 
the Capitol the atmosphere cannot be regu-

an eight-inch iron-stone pipe. 
The soil

proper distribution 
of 
shrubbery and 
flowering plants, m ake it one of the most 
attractive things in the park. An overflow 
pipe is laid from the cesspool to the 
Thirteenth-street sewer. 


S i t t e r ’s F o r t .—A San Francisco paper 
of Tuesday last had the follow ing: “ There 
is a general disposition throughout thisState 
to preserve, as far as possible, the old land­ 
m arks and m onum ents of its early history. 
Of them all there is scarcely any more in ­ 
teresting than Fort Sutter, situated at the 
junction of the Sacram ento and American 
rivers, near the city of Sacram ento. As is 
well known Captain Sutter constructed the 
fort in 1848 for protection against the Indi­ 
ans, being the first settler in llie valley. 
General Frem ont stopped there w hen he 
m ade his historic entrance into the State of 
California, and afterwards wrote a very 
graphic and extensive description of it. 
This was the objective point of the forty- 
niners in coining across the continent, and 
the initial place from which the prospectors 
started out in their trips over the m ount­ 
ains. T h e fort consisted originally of sev­ 
eral buildings, of which only one dilapi­ 
dated adobe structure now rem ains. 
It is 
about 45 feet long ami 30 feet wide, and has 
two stories. It is rapidly going to decay. 
Recently one end has been restored with a 
wall of brick, and the effect is said to he 
grotesque and incongruous. A prom inent 
gentleman, and one competent to judge, 
has recently returned from a visit there, 
and describes it as a piece of vile vandal­ 
ism .” 
it m ay he m entioned incidentally 
th at the fort is about 21 miles from “ the 
junction of the Sacram ento and American 
rivers.” 
Further, the “ vile vandalism ” 
comm itted in constructing the brick wall, 
w hich was done long ago, has palliating 
circumstances—for instance, if it had not 
been built the whole structure would years 
since have tum bled to the ground. All the 
same, it is a pity that the old fort has not 
had more attention paid to it as an inter­ 
esting relic.

Last .Tune it fell to our lot to take a 
camping tour fiom Teham a to the lower 
portion of the San Joaquin valley, by .way 
of Benicia and M artinez. 
In th at trip we 
traversed the great grain-growing counties 
of Tehama, Colusa, Yolo, Solano, Contra 
Costa, and San Joaquin. 
These counties 
form a part of the heart of the Golden 
State. 
From the tim e we started till we 
stopped, just below Stockton, we were 
traveling in one continuous field of golden 
grain, ready for the reaper, We have been 
in all the great cereal-producing States of 
the N orth and South, east of the Conti­ 
nental Divide, and we have seen the grow­ 
ing crops of the valleys and alluvial plains 
of eastern and southern Asia, but in none 
of those favored regions can such a sight 
he found as was presented to our eyes dur­ 
ing this trip in the Sacramento valley. In 
Colusa county, on the line of the W illows 
branch of the Central Pacific Railroad, we 
laid over a day with a tenant upon the 
land now advertised for sale by the Pacific 
Land Company. 
If we had been asked 
where in this journey of 250 miles we saw 
t he heaviest growth of wheat, barley and 
oats, we should have said th at if there was 
any choice it was to be found between the 
W illows and the northern line of Yolo 
county. 
In m any fields, containing thou­ 
sands of acres, the wheat stalks were five 
feet high, and as heavily headed as they 
could stand up with. 
T he tract of land to 
lie sold has one block of 8,000 acres w hich 
we noticed in particular. 
Of that .8,000 
acres 2,700 were in wheat, 1,000 acres of 
which were stmimer-fallow and 1,700 acres 
were volunteer. 
The average yield of this 
2,700 acres of summer-fallow and volun­ 
teer, was more than 25 bushels to the acre. 
T he average yield of 5,200 acres of barley 
was nc-arly if not quite 30 bushels to the 
acre. 
This would seem to he enough to 
say of any place on earth, but it is not half 
of the story. 
There is hardly a quarter 
section of this land th at is not adapted to 
the growth of fruit trees and vines. 
It is 
in a winterless climate, where the hus­ 
bandman has more than 300 cloudless days 
yearly to labor in the fields.
